A Comment. Since the Soviet «one Hailroads have to rely almost exclusive- 
iy on brown coalLbriquettesfor firing of locomotives, they have been icoking 
for other locomotive fuels which would eliminate the detrimental effects of 
orown coal. The possioility of firing coal dust, whnica was investigated as 
early as 1927/2E, was again examined. “ome special locauotives puiit in 
1927 were reconditioned and used for test ruas. They were fired with brown 
coal dust oecause this nad proved its superiority over hard coal dust. The 
first test runs reportedly showed that these loconotives needed only half 
the amount of fuel consumed by the locomotives burning brown coal briquettes, 
The difficulties involved in general use of brown coal dust probadly lie in 
the modification of locomotives and the settin, up oi coal crusuing plants. 
The trial runs reported nevertneless indicate tint the employment or loco- 
metives buming coal dust is being seriously considered. For tne time 
being tnere are few such locomotives available, (see Annex). From the
